Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On the 22nd May 1987 Shri Ram Sanehi Yadav, Station 
Officer Tindwari, District Banda received confirmed infor¬ 
mation that notorious dacoit Rakesh Arakh with his 
gang was present in village Mahedu. The Station Officer 
immediately collected the available force and proceeded 
to encoimter the dacoits but later felt that the force was 
inadequate and requested Circle Officer Dr. Tehsildar 
Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police, attending to law 
& order duties in Banda City for additional force. Dr. 
Singh immediately picked a few police officers Including 
Sub-Inspector Chhtra Pal Singh Chauhan, former Station 
Officer, Tindwari and reached Police Station Tindwari and 
learnt that the local police were already engaged In the 
encounter with the dacoits who were entrenched in the 
house of one Ram Klshore. He divided the police 
force into two parties, one headed by himself assisted by 
Shri Chhtra Pal Singh Chauhan and the other by Shri 
Ram Sanehi Yadav and positioned the two parties at 
strategic points. Dr. Singh challenged the dacoits td 
surrender but was replied by indiscriminate firing. Sensing 
no chance of escape, the dacoits attempted to run away 
spraying a hall of bullets on the police party but the police 

arty led by the officers unmindful of the sprang 

ullets followed the dacoits risking their own lives, ^e 
fleeing dacoits managed to reach a tube well, took vantage 
position and fired upon the police party in the open but 
the police party undeterred kept on firing.

On 23rd lanuary, 1989 a complaint was lodged at Dadri 
Police Station that taxi No. DBC-9226 was hijacked by 
some criminals from a farm near Noida, District Ghazlabad 


and that two passengers therein were kidnapped. The 
criminals initially demanded Rs. 30 lakhs as ransom but 
subsequently they released the wife and ordered her to 
arrange a sum of Rs. 9 lakhs for the release of her 
husband. DIG Meerut Range immediately convenced a 
meeting of senior Police Officers and constituted a 
Special team. Shri Kamal Krishan Sh.rrma, Station Officer, 
Masoorie and Shri Bijendra Singh, Station Officer, Mumd- 
nngar. District Ghaziabad headed the special team. The 
team reached Hapur on 25-1-89 and after thorou^ 
verification of nearby villages ultimately cornered the 
criminals hiding in the house of Muzaffar of vlllam 
Gangaoli, in the jurisdiction of B, B. Nagar, Dlstrlrt 
Bulandshahr. The team first contacted the local Station 
Officer and later proceeded to the house of Muzaffar, at 
about 9.30 P. M. When the Police party apnroached the 
house, the bandits opened fiie from the top Seeing firing 
from all directions, the bandits jumped off the root and 
fled, while some men were sttU inside the house and holding 
the captive. Realising danger to the life of the captive, 
Shri Kamal Krishan Sharma and Shri Bijendra Sin^ 
broke into the house by making an opening on the roof 
at great risk to their lives and hurled a tear gas shell 
into the room which immediately sparked of a fire in the 
room At once, one bandit ran out firing at the police 
partv but fell to the bullet of the police. Shri Bijendra
